About the only thing that every­

is agreed on

eighteen months it has taken to

this tariff hill 
is too 
Ii ng. and that the nation is heart­ 
ily sick of the whole business. 


The protest of several hundred 
economists against the whole tar­ 
iff bill, some weeks ago. was very 
interesting, but by no means re­ 
markable. 
I do not think it is generally 
known that economists as a class— 
and you must realize that this in­ 
cludes the men who are specially 
trained to study and understand 
these things—economists as a class 
take no stock in the protective tar­ 
iff principle. 
They believe, and made clear in 
their written protest the other day, 
that the greatest prosperity for a 
nation 
results 
from encouraging 
and expanding trade with other 
nations, and not in putting ob- 
sta* les In the way. 
They do not 
believe that the creation of an arti­ 
ficial level of prices, such as we 
have in this country, is any help in 
making our population prosperous. 
It is quito remarkable, it seems 
to me, that the country has never­ 
theless gone along throughout its 
history 
applying 
the 
protective 
tariff principle and apparently "get­ 
ting away with it." We have lis- 


ened with great respect to our 
trained economists, but have paid 
no attention whatever to what they 
told us to do. 
• • • 
In the present case, the nation 
is going rignt on with its custom, 
I am sure, and the tariff bill will 
shortly he finished up and signed 
! by tho president. It will carry a 
, rather high level of duties on man-1 
ufactuies, and much Ute highest 
|duties on agricultural raw materials ! 
ever imposed. 
Then we will be able to sit back, I 
and begin worrying over what is 
going to happen to us as the result 
of the new scale of duties. 
Everybody will have his worries 
manufacturers over higher costs 
i for raw materials and reduced ex- 
! port sales; 
farmers over higher 
prices on things they buy, and 
smaller sales of grain and cotton 
'abroad; and everybody over pos­ 
sible increases in living costs and 
the ill will of foreign countries. 
* * * 
\nd yet if is bv no means cer­ 
tain that any of these dire results 


will come to pass. An argument can 
be made against every one of them. 
And no doubt the sensible thing is 
to wait and see how* the thing 
pans out In practice. 
In the words of somebody whose 
name I forget, "Don’t laugh, boys, 
it might work.”

Each has 
been made individually by some 
disabled vete ran Rnd each has con­ 
tributed to the w elfare of some dis­ 
abled man or his family. Hundreds 
of veterans una ble to do other work 
have been given employm ent m a k ­ 
ing these flowers during the winter 
and spring. 
For each poppy m a d e the Auxil­ 
i a r y pays the w o r k e r one cent. The 
disabled men c a n make about 300 
a day without ta x in g their strength, 
meaning three dollars earned for 
' the support of them selves or fa m ­ 
ilies. 
The w ork is given only to 
vete rans who r e c e i v e little or no 
overnment 
compensation. 
For 
lany of the m e n th e poppy money 
is the first th e y h a v e been able to 
e a rn in mont hs o r years. In addi­ 
tion to the m oney earned, making 
th e poppies h a s a beneficial effect 
on the men in th e hospitals, filling 
th e long hospital h ours with pleas­ 
ant employment.
